• This. In my judgment, was a proper 
jitve in the right din'ctlon. 

ill detlues the i>oliey of International 
^iflicialism toward the movement of the 
V ioUers; It reasserts the true mission 
of Socialism, namely: to amellonfte 
the condition of the workingman for 
*4be present and bring about the final 
AbolUiuu of tlif- '.rage system, muster¬ 
ing the armies of the proletariat and 
. preparing them for the final stniggle 
by means of education and sympa¬ 
thetic persuasion, always bt*nrlug In 
mlud that the slow progress made In 
this direction Is not the fault of the 
•workingmen, but of the conditions and 
environment under which they have 
. lived and .still continue to live. 

Our class conscious, scientific friends 
•fit the S. Ii. r.. have, since our last 
convention at Chicago, thought, that 
they have taken the wind out of our 
:suils. 

They ask: "Sim'e you have declared 
tigainst the colonization utopia and 
placed yourselves squarely upon the 
platform of International Socialism, 
why not Join the ‘only original, class 
conscious S. L. P.,’ instead pf organiz¬ 
ing a ttrand new third party for your- 
aelves?” 

1. of course, understand when they 
ask why those who belong and sym- 
: patbize with the S. I). P. do not Join 
the S. L. P., that I. and other “labor 
fakirs ’ like me. are not Included In 
the proi>osltion. And right here, some¬ 
one who Is beyond the grasp of Mr. 

, Leon’s censorial iwwers, ndght ask 
■•the question, what they propose to do 
•with all those who disagree with them 
as to their tactics, apd whom they 
are pleasetl to call “labor falcirs,” after 
the social revolution? But this hardly 
requires an answer, since. Judging 
■from past experiences, we know what 
they would do. They would, of course, 
do nothing wrong; they would simply 
. expel us. 

I propose, however, to answer the 
'. question as one of those who prefer 
the S. D. P. to the S. I.. P. 

> ITiere an* many reasons, too numer¬ 
ous to mention here. It will suttlce 
to refer to it few of them briefly. 
Tlrst, we objeit to have a padlock 
placed on our ll|is b.v a so calh'd 'So¬ 
cialist organization and lie pnwenied 
from expressing our opinions as to the 
policy of the organization and hs ofil- 
cialn, under threats of baulshii cut 
and ex(*nmmunlcatlnn. 

.i Second, liecause we do not lielleve 
It to be the b'jsln»*ss of a Socialist, 
labor party to denounce every honest 
and useful uiiin In the lalior movement 

• because he happens to disagree with 
Its policies. 

Fourtli, because we do not bi'lleve 
In a system of espionage and prying 
Into the private lives of StK'inlists for 
the purpose of Inventing Qid.xotle slo- 
iles whereby tln'lr reputations may be 
Jiinircbed. 

For proof of this. I remind you of 
the famous <>ommunl<'ntlon of the 
■“Engineer and Surveyor” in “Tlie Peo¬ 
ple.” which statetl upon (losltlve au¬ 
thority that our comrade. Bngene V. 
.jDebs, was about to sell the i-nuse of 
Eoclallsm for the consideration of 
many thousands of dollars, and also 
to the statement of the editor of “The 
■t Pooplc" thait comrade I>ebs travels 
JtnSund the country on fre<* paasr's, 
•procurer! b.v him frpm those very rail¬ 
road <H>inpnnles who put him In Jail, 
and who. If allow(*d to have their way. 
would forbid him to.walk barefooted 
■on their roads. ' 

And fifth (and this Is the chief rea- 
•; Mni because the R. L. P. ha's h®- 
,;;trayed the cause of International So- 
' -etaltsni, by Inanguratlng their gorilla 
. flaht against the trade unions and 
•calling Into a miserable existence that 
'■Wdacarriage. the * so-calletl “SoclaUBt 
Trade and I.abbr Alliance.’’ 

When I.lehknecht was In this rmun- 
on an agitation tour, he addressed 

a meeting at Cooper Union Hall In 


this city. In that address he advised 
the Socialists to Join the existiug 
uiiious and preach the gospel of So- 
cialisiu, and spread its principles 
among the workiugme'i by meatts of 
syiiipathetie agitation and instruction, 
•uid refrain from isolaiiug them.selves 
ln‘i» a separate siuall sciemlUe sect, 
which will be looked upon by the 
workers as antagonistiq^ to their wel¬ 
fare. / 

HfWy Socialist approved and up- 
ppiUiled that wise counsel and was 
publicly pledged to it. 

Bui has that pledge btH*n kepi by 
the S. L. 1’.? Look at the ruins of 
those trades unions u|>on which the 
dlsclpU*s of the Jesuitic ‘•triangle" 
h.fiie forct'd their ruinous tactics; Ionic 
at the hatred and distrust prevailing 
among those whlcli hare still nian- 
agisl 10 exist in spite of the destructive 
work done b.v the Socialist Tra.le and 
LalKif .\llianee, and sc** wimt an aw¬ 
ful indictment these d<>vastatiuns In 
the labor movement lH*ar against the 
S. L. P. 

1 bear tliem liuastlng and braigging 
over.the Intlueuce and isiwer they 
have to crush every lalKir union they 
come in isjirtact with. But there is no 
reason to be jiroud of that satanic 
[Kiwer. It requires hard work atid 
self-sacrifice on the part of many hiin- 
dreils anil tlionsamls of men to build 
up a union, while it onl.v requires .a 
conipirnitivel.v small number of de- 
strui^tlonists to do the deadly work. 

Let me not be misunderstood: 1 do 
not mean to accuse tliese destructors 
of the lulMir movement as being in the 
pa.v of capitalism and acting as its 
agent; but this I do wish to say, that 
□either .Ma rtin's misse of lyiitlmer 
sheriffs, nor the curs of Pinkerton, 
cotild rt'nder an.v lietter service to the 
'•ntise of capitarisin than that done by 
the ••sclentlllc’’ ones in the name of 
principle. 

.\t the International Congri*ss of So¬ 
cialist workers and trades unioiii.-its. 
held in I.ondon July ‘27 and .-Vugust 1, 
ISM!, the following delegates repre- 
sentiii.g the various branches of the S.- 
L. I'.' were present: .Arthur Keep. 
.M.itthew Maguire and Lucien Sanial. 

’riicse delegates unanimously in- 
dorsctl and voted for the sentiments 
and resolutions which I will here 
'piote from page 7 of its otficial rejiorl: 

Paul Singei i.M. P. and Berlin Mto 
nicipal Council), said, in response to 
the president's o)H-nlng address, among 
other things: “The tJermai: Social 
Deiiiwrats are a iiolitical and trade 
union party.

gri>nt representative of tJermun Social 
Iiemocfac.v. whose policy the S. L. P. 
of tills country Is supposed to follow. 
“One single alliance of the workers of 
the world.” Here It Is the double .d- 
liauce of the S. L. P. and the Socialist 
Trade and Lalior Alllauce. viz., the 
great majorlt.v of the workers of this 
country, whom the.v are pleased to 
call "pure ami simple.” 

.Again, page 4*i. from the “Economic 
and Industrial Commission report:” 

“The trade nulon struggle of the 
workers Is Indlsiiensable to resist the 
I'conomlc tyranny of capital, and 
thereby lietter the actual condition of 
the tollers. AVIthout trades unions no 
living wage and no shortening of hours- 
of labor can be expected.

It Is ojienly chargwl by ii staff corre¬ 
spondent of the Chicago Dully News 
at AVaslilngton. that Secretnrj’ of AVar 
.Alger is at the licad of a syiitll(*nte of 
Michigati iKKuners who are goitig Into 
Cuba to gobble up all the si>ecliil prlyl- 
leg.-s they find lyhig around, and that 
.Alger has used his ofllcinl iiodltlon and 
opiiortiiultles to Fe<-ure a lend on the 
bninnee of the conimerclnl pirates al¬ 
ready 0,1 the Ishind or liendetl for It. 
It’s a long descent from, a “war for 
hiimnnliy ’ to a scramble for the mo¬ 
nopoly of franchises In Culm, and 
American capitnilsts are capable of the 
most shnmeiess excesses in this col¬ 
ony business. 


l-'uctM are stubliorn things .and. tlierc- 
fore. you must figure with them. For 
a long time It was a dogma In Social¬ 
ist circles that miichincr.v Is playing 
I lie same part in tin* thdd of agricul¬ 
ture ns i'l tile ti(*ld of maniifnetltre. aud 
lliat capitalisin is fast dispossessing 
til*' small and middle fnnners. and flint 
tlie iMUnitiza farmer—tile iigriellliurlst 
on II largi* seal'*- is taking ihelr place. 
But lids tlieory lias not Lh’cu borne out 
It.r e.vpericncc. 

Wliile the census of Hi.* hi.sl 20 .years 
sliow’s tliat in ihe lielil of maiiufacuir- 
Ing tile small arli.saii and indeiicmlc.it 
iradcsniim Iniic mosil.v disappeared or 
are disappearing rapidly, 'lie number 
of farms lias during llial period iu- 
cri*:iscd greatly, as stated in my for¬ 
mer arliele. I’liere were 2.(iO0,P00 
farms in tlie I'liited Slates in 1870. 
and -l-.'its’i-lMio farms in l.SiMl—an In- 
(-reiise of 71 iK*r cent. Nor has th(* 
averagi* sl/e eliiinged very much in 
ilial time. Tlie iivei-agt* size w ns about 
l.'ll acres in 1870—and l;{8 acres in 
l.S'.M). But this small growlli in tlie 
average size is not tile ri*suli of Ihe 
cxisletiee of tlie so-eiilltsi bonanza 
farms, wlih-h are so few ami fur Is*- 
Iwetn that the.v do not <-nl nay figure 
.It .ill. Nor is it due to tin* putting 
logetlier of fiirn.s. It Is the resnlt of 
the homestead law. which made .the 
average of most of the new farms ItM) 
a(-n*s. and thus inereasisl Ihe foHiier 
geiirral average a little. 

The iirevailiug small |iro|irietorshlp 
in Hie field of agrieultun- ts also illns- 
ir.-ited most strikingly h.v ilie averiige

Halt the small farmer Is -eaten 
lip l>y the* mortgages and dispossessed 
iiy the “eastern sliark" and "money 
lender." and that in this wiy Hie con- 
eentniiioii of laud will soon take jtlace. 

'1 hose “easten. ui.iiiey h*nders" haw 
so far dIsiiosseKKed ver.v few .Amerl- 
eiin -farmei's. For. to la-gln with, a 
rann Is au (*lo|ihaiit on Ihelr hands as 
a rule- briiigpfg little or 'lothliig when 
reiii(*'I. Furthermore, when n inrm Is 
taken [lossessloti of b.v such a ‘•shark’’ 
that does not mean concentration and 
protluetlon on n large scale. It only 
means prodncthin by a tenant and on 
tlie same small scale ns iH’fore. In 
other words, the effect of capitalism 
Is not the same as to iii.aiinfn(‘tnrinK. 
In nuinnfa.'rtiring capitalism concen¬ 
trates and changes the method of pro¬ 
duction entirely b.v using grand tna- 


chliier.v, b.v a com|>lcle division of 
liilHir and by drlvlii.g out the small 
IiriKlm-ors. In ngrk'iilture the same 
method iif producHou reiiinlus even 
when Ihe farmer lo,s.*8 his farm iiiid bc- 
eoine.s a teiiaiil. 

This cireiimstams* Is of the greatest 
imtiortauce to Scx’iiiJlst.s. 

.A (lis|Missessed farmer makes one 
more leiiiiiit, hut Hie iikkIc of produc¬ 
Hou letiiiiins the same. 

But even lliLs |Hi|iiiliKt coiuentiou 
that the farmers are fa.sl iK'coiulng ten 
ants is not liorm* out iiy the facts. Ac- 
conlliig to the census of iWM)—and that 
is Hie only thing wc i-an go liy (see 
Extra Ceiusus Bulleliii of .la i. ;!).'l8'Jo). 
there are i;{.fi!)0,102 families in l e 
I'nlled Stall's, of vvlilch nearly .5,000,- 
(HMi aiv farinei-s. 

In regard to the rnmilies occtiiiylng 
farms the i-oneltislun Is that ';i4.08 per 
cent, hire and iL'i.tHi jaw cent, own the 
farms eulHvaled b.v them. 

Df Ih(* owning fanners 28.22 per cent, 
own their farms siilijts-t to incuiii- 
liraiiees. and 71.78 [ler cent, own free 
of iiieunibranc(*s. 

.Among ev(*r.v IPO farm families, 

I lien, on Hie average :!4 hire their 
farms. IP own tlieiii wlHi im-unibraiiee.s 
and 47 vvii.'ioni ineuiiibraiices. 

I'poti examining, Hie result for farm 
proprietors vvi* tiiKl tliat this percent¬ 
age would hi* even lilgh(*r if it -vere 
not foi Hie negro iMipuliilion down 
Soutli. For it is found Hml if vve lake 
Hie white fiirliiers ahiiu* 71.i'i.5 per cent, 
are ovvner.s, sueli is Hie case 'vitli onl.v- 
20.78 |K*r cent, of the negro farmers. 

Tlie same eeiisus slates Hint while 
2,S.-22 |K*r cent, of tin* owning farmers 
an* sulijeet to ineumhraiices; over half 
of thes«* IndebttHl fnrm«*rs (I. e., riO.OTi 
IH*r cent.I have ineiimliranees of h-.ss 
Hiaii 81.IHIII-vvliich liieiiiiilir iiiees. by 
Hie way. vvonld iiiiike very little dif- 
fen'liei- to Hie eiiti.s** of SiK’liilism aiiy- 
liDvv. as long as Hie nielliud of prisluc- 
lioti does not cliiinge. 

Tile iivenige i*iirnlng of a farmer is 
a .year. This is ver.v litth*, con¬ 
sidering tliat on tlie average there are 
.'i.7 lieads to ii family on a farm, whlcti 
vvonld make alKiiit 2.5 cents a day per 
eapila. But to tills we liave to ligtire 
Hull till* faniK'fs get their housing and 
most of tlieir victuals as eggs, milk, 
green stuffs, etc. 

But, little as thi.s may be, it has kept 
the farmers ns a class in existence. 

The reason for the eiitlrel.v (llfferent 
effect of eapitalism In the fi(*ld of agil- 
eiilinre Hum in the field of maniifnc- 
liire Is lief.jre all things that the 
iiiaeliliie. the revolntionizer of the mod¬ 
ern world, could not pla.v the same 
part III iigricnltun* as in nmnufaclur- 
liig. mil linvlng th<* same ndvnninges. 

Tlie niiiin iiijvantiigi* rtf the gn*at 
eaiiitalisl over tlie artisan or the small 
niiiiinfacturer Is that the capitalist can

The Slier- 
le.v estate In Pennsylvania .ond other 
big estates prefer, therefore, to rent 
their land in parrels of about 100 
acres each itind let the tenants buy 
their own machinery..

It will not 
eonie to-inoiTo\)’. or next day. but I 
exiHK-t to live to kee it. In America I 
la-lleve the <-hange will come peace- 
alily, pt-rlmps by legislative process." 

Mr. Crawford took ]ialus to add tliat 
he did not know how far he was a 
Socialist himself, hut indicated that 
he leaned in that direction. This 
seems to give point to a remark cred¬ 
ited to Grant Allen to the effe<-t that 


the leading authors of America were 
pruetii-ally all Soeiailsts. As a sl^ of 
the times, at least, this Is encouraging.

PLATFORH OF THE S. D. P. 

The Social Democratic Party of 
America declares that life, liberty and 
happiness for every mau, woman and 
child are conditioned uixtn equal po¬ 
litical and economic rights. 

That private ownership of-tbe means 
of production and distribution of 
wealth has caused society to split into 
two distinct classes with conflicting 
Interests, the small possessing class of 
capitalists or exploiters of the labor 
force of others and the ever-lncreaslng 
large dispossessed class of wage-work¬ 
ers, who are deprived of the soclally- 
due share of their product. 

That capitalism, the private own¬ 
ership of the means of pro<1uction, is 
responsibile for tlie insecurity of sub¬ 
sistence, the poverty, misery and deg¬ 
radation of the ever-growing majority 
of our people. 

That the same ecoaomlc forces 
which have produced aud now Inten¬ 
sify the capitalist system will eomix*!

tion, fur the common good ou-l welfare, 
or result In the destruction of clviliza- 

tiOD. 

That the trade union movement and 
iiulependeut political action are the 
chief emancipating factors of the 
working class, the one representing 
Its ecouomie. tlie other Its political 
wing, aud that both mu.st cooperate 
to aliollsh the capitalist system of 
production and distribution.' 

Therefore, the Social Democratic 
Flirty of America declares Its object 
to lx* the establishment of a system of 
co-operative production and distribu¬ 
tion, through the restoration to tUe 
people of all the means of production 
and distribution, to be administered 
by organized society In the Interest of 
the whole people, and the complete 
emancipation of society from the dom¬ 
ination of capitalism. 

The wage-workers and all those In 
sympathy with their historical mis¬ 
sion to realize a higher civilization 
should sever connection with nil cap¬ 
italist and reform parties and unite 
with the Social Democratic Party of 
Aiiierlcu. 

The control of political power by 
the Social Demoeratie Party will be 
tantamount to the abolition of capi¬ 
talism aud of all class rule. 

The solidarity of labor contuctlng 
IIS with millions of class con.sclous fel¬ 
low workers throughout the civilized 
world will lend to International So¬ 
cialism, the brotherhuixl of man. 

As steps in this direction, we make 
the following demands: 

1. Revision of our antiquated Fetl- 
eial Constitution In order to remove 
the obstacles to full and complete con¬ 
trol of government by all the people. 
Irrespective of sex. 

2. The public ownership ut all indus¬ 
tries controlled by monuixtlies, trusts 
and combines. 

3. The public ownership of all rail¬ 
roads, telegraph, telephone, all means 
of transportation, coiumiiiiicatlon, 
water works, gas and electric plants, 
and all other public utilities. 

4. The public ownership of all gold, 
silver, copper, lead, coal. Iron, and all 
other mines; also of all oil and gas 
wells. 

5. Reduction of the hours of labor In 
proportion to the increasing facilities 
of production. 

0. The Inauguration of a system of 
public works niul improvciuents for the 
emiiloymeiit of a large number of the 
uncmplo.ved, the public credit to be 
utilized for that purpose. 

7. All useful iuventiqus to be free to 
all, the Inveutor to be remunerated by 
the public. 

8. Labor legislation to be made na¬ 
tional Instead of local, and interna- 
tlonnl where possible. 

9. National insurance of w-orklng peo¬ 
ple against accidents and lack of em¬ 
ployment and pensions in old age. 

10. Equal civil and political rights 
for women, and the abolition of all 
laws discriminating against women. 

11. The adoption of the Initiative and 
Referendum, and the right of recall of 
representatives by the voters. 

12. Abolition of war as far as the 
United States are concerned, and the 
Introduction of International arbitra¬ 
tion instead. 

The Social Democratic Party of 
America does not hope for the estab¬ 
lishment of social order through the 
Increase of misery, but on the contrary 
expects Its coming through the deter- 
iiilni*d. united efforts of the workers 
of both <?lty and country to gain and 
use the ixilitlcal power to that end. 
In view of this we adopt the following 
platform for the purpose of uniting 
the workers in the country with those 
In the city: 

1. No more public land to be enld, bat 
to be utilized by the United States or 
the state directly for the public benefit, 
or leased to farmers In small parcels 
of not over U40 acres, the state to make 
strict regulations as to Improvement 
and cultivation. Forests and water¬ 
ways to be put under direct control of 
the natloq. 

2. Construction of grain elevators, 
magazines and cold storage' buildings 
by the nation, to he used by the farm¬ 
ers at cost. 

8. The postal, railroad, telegraph and 
telephone services to be so unit^ that 
every post and railroad station ahall 
be aiso a telegraph and . telephone cen¬ 
ter. Telephone service for farmers, as 
for residents of cities, to be at cost. 

4. A uniform postal rate for the 
transportation of agricultural products 
on all railroads. 

5. Public credit to be at the disposal 
of counties and towns for the Improve¬ 
ment of roads and soil and for Irriga¬ 
tion and drainage.

Tliest* holts-s were erei td a few years 
ago at a cost not to e.xceed two hiiii- 
dred dollars and are on the tux dupli¬ 
cate to-day at an assessed valuation of 
g'dTK Two ytxifs' rent wtathl to-tlay 
build a lietle’r house than any of them, 
and uo don’.a many of the workingmen 
would enileavor to se<-ure house.s for 
themselves were It possible to obtain 
the land to Imihl on. This unfortu- 
natel.v eanuol he don-', as it Is uearl.v 
all tinder the control of tme company." 

"Well.” says preacher <!anl. "don’t 
you think- llie Cubyans is all rile for 
tiUn’ agin such robltery. and the U. S. 
is lUl rite for helpin' lick tie* roblK*rs'i"

ltr> and Ilf.: 

"Not many miles distant on the sjime 
line of railroad is another mining camp 
of seventy or eighty company hous*>s 
which presents a seen*.* of iiuparalleletl 
wretchedness. About half of.them are 
locatetl In the valley with the mine 
sidetracks and coke ovens directly In 
front of them, while a steep hill as¬ 
cends iu the rear, on which the other 
half are built. They consist of two 
rooms each, although some of them 
have a smaU iKiaril shanty tittachwl 
for kitch-.*n puriKises.

'Hip ' tenants are r<ddK*d right and 
left by the lnn*Ilanrs stewards; they 
have been promised for y*>ar8 thi* right 
to Imy out the jnndlords, hut the latter 
have lieen able to prevent the realiza¬ 
tion of this plan. Actually, the ten¬ 
ants are nothing U'tter than slnv**8. 
Riiine<l fields. *i**Ktr*iy*sl for(*sts, uu- 
'r**gulnted rivers, and imiKiverlsIied 
towns are the result. The cities are 
full of an army of useless offl*-inis. wiio 
exercise to the full extent their c-or- 
mpt sway. 

The soil of Italy is rlcli-lt slioitld 
bear thirtyfold—yet the hnrv**sts are 
only tenfold. But the pt* 09 le are tlr***! 
of working for the "signori." who 
waste their money In Paris and Moiite 
Carlq. or for the thievish omcinis. Th*-

They 
live waiitlly from to-day to to-morrow, 
are badly fed. liadly dressed .- 111*1 
Imtlly lionsed. and wliiH Is worse. 
ev**ry little Incident may bring to them 
Hu* dangerous (-n«ualty of liehig "out 
of work." And that casualty n.a.v 
after a little while make n gcxMl-for- 
Hilug tramp of the lH*st of them, 
mime a prostitute of his wife or 
(jdnSbtcr .-lud a young thief of his 
Son.. 

The s1lff«'rtng of tbe children of the 
l}Fal**tarm* lieglns wheii they are in¬ 
fant billies: In fact. It iM'giits liefore 
they are iHirn. As a nil** the cTilldren 
must go to woriSf the prisonllke f.ic- 
tory while they ilfi* still very young. 
They must slave lYltli tlieir pnreiiis, 
brothers and slstenr starve with 
them. And by their vei’y Industry th*y 
also help to reduce the wages of their 
iiarents and thefeby the v still further 
reduce their standard of ,Mvlng.'
